Special Exhibits 


Featuring a special exhibit, several 
displays, and a wealth of reference 
material, the Santa Ana College library 
formally opened its doors last week to 
the day and evening students of SAC. 


“History in the Making, Past and 
Present” is the theme of the exhibit 
that was donated to the college by the 
Mrs. Lillie E. Bradley, mother of Miss 


-Ruth Bradley, who is head librarian. It 


is a collection. of history-making issues 
of several newspapers of the past half- 
century. 


Oldest newspaper in the collection is 
the July 14th, 1898, Phoenix Daily 
Herald, which headlined their story of 
the end of the Spanish-American War 
“Santiago Surrenders.” Other papers in 
the “Past Events” section include the 
Armistice Day issue of the Los Angeles 
Times, the Santa Ana Register of De- 
cember 8, 194] and the V-E Day issue 
of the same paper. 

In the “Present History” are the 
issues of the Santa Ana Register that 
outline the developments of the Korean 
War. 

The college library, located in Build- 
ing Q, is under the direction of Miss 
Bradley, who is asssited this year by 
sophomore students Elsie Kittlesen and 
Ben Michalec. 

The library is open 7:30 to 4 weekly, 
and from 6:30 to 9:45 Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings. No special card is 
required for those wishing to use the 
library facilities. 

18,000 volumes in the college col- 
lection will be the same as last year, 
with books in the general collection 
circulated for two weeks. These may be 
renewed. Special reference material is 
kept at the check-out desk and may be 
secured for overnight use only. A 
twenty-five cent fine will be imposed 
on overdue reference books. 

In addition to the many books avail- 
able, the library receives 16] periodicals 
as well as three daily papers and one 
Sunday newspaper. Files of these are 
kept for reference use, although the 
bound volumes are not available for 
home use. ;

This lacking item is of an 
ntangible quality. It is the tradition of 
he college; its heritage. What is your 
eritage? 
The tradition of Santa Ana College 
ates back to the time of its establish- 
ment. Your heritage began then. 


The Time Machine 


The year 1915, in the month of 
August, SAJC was established by the 
board of education. This JC was cre- 
ated, along with others in California, 
because the existing institutions of 
higher learning were over crowded, and, 
in some cases students could not en- 
roll. This over-flow of students was to 
be absorbed by the junior colleges. 

In 1916 the college had an enrollment 
of twenty-four students. Despite this 
small number of students, officers were 
elected. The activities of these first 
Dons and Donas were limited to de- 
bating, and athletics on a small scale. 
The main objective of the students in 
this, their first year of college and the 
first year of activity for the college, was 
to create harmony between the students 
and the faculty, and loyalty to the 
college. The first seeds of our heritage 
were planted hy the first Dons and 
Donas. 


The Starting Point 


The campus was located at what was 
then known as the Polytechnic high 
school. Today we know this site as the 
Santa Ana Senior High School. 


‘The year 1917, realized an increase 
in both students and activities. The 
public saw results when- the students 
produced and staged a play entitled 
“The Princess.” In the month of June 
the first class was graduated by the 
college. This first class consisted of 
six girls. 

1918 saw the faculty increase to 15. 
The student body grew to such an ex- 
tent that several clubs were formed. 
The JC Girls Club, to study modern 
poetry and drama, was chartered. The 
college sponsored the French Orphan 
Benefit by presenting a musical and 
play known as “Joint Owners in Spain.” 
Receptions and teas were the most im- 
portant social functions. It might also 
be noted. that the football team fought 
several successful battles.

set higher requirements for students 
coming from JC’s. This year the JC pin 


was adopted, and created a sensation — 


among the high school students. Sepa- 
rate commencement. exercises. were held 


for the first time, a class of sixteen girls 
were the first to be honored. Social 


events featured picnics at Balboa. 

The students of 1920 saw the aspects 
of a real college. The Terpsichorean 
art was no longer banned. This meant 
that dancing was to be permitted. The 
basketball and tennis teams showed 
pep, but were defeated due to the lack 
of practice. 

In 1920 the football squad found 


itself a team without equipment. The « 


team finally persuaded the board of 
education that football was a necessary 
part of college life. They were granted 
a loan of $225 with which to purchase 
equipment. The southern California 
championship was promptly won, no 
doubt aided by the added protection 
of the new equipment, and a standing 
challenge to any JC in the north was 
still unaccepted. The team had sixteen 
players, some who alternated at two 
ot three positions. They had no coach. 
Chaffee and San Diego were the only 
other JC’s that had teams. 


Publications 

The college yearbok began in 1921. 
The annual was then known as “The 
Argol,” which meant a star. One page 
of the annual was devoted to an article 
on “how the students thought the in- 
structors had proposed to their wives. 
Mr. J. Russell Bruff was a member of 
the faculty at this time and for him 
they had noted: 

The cosmic forces that produced the 
eon having finally evolved you, I hasten 
to secure you lest subsequent activities 
result less satisfactorily. ; 

It was also noted in 1921, that the 
jazz orchestra met in the study hall. 

The junior college became an organ- 
ized JC district in 1922. They were 
granted additional appropriations from 
the state for each student. This meant 
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a still larger faculty and improved 
equipment. 

The students of 1923 found that they 
needed a telescope for their astronomy 
class. The result was that they built 
and mounted a ten inch telescope. The 
Literary Club and Honor Society were 
formed. : 

In 1924 the college graduated a class 
of 35 students. 

A fortnightly publication of the JC 
news was started in 1925. 

In 1926 the students adopted a cog- 
nomen. Henceforth they were to be 
known as the “Dons.” The name “Don” 
was submitted by Mrs. Eleanor North- 
cross, dean of women. Mrs. Northcross 


suggested this name because the college 


was located on the site of the former 
Rancho Santiago De Santa Ana. The 
rancho consisted of 65,156 acres, and 
included what is now Santa Ana, Tus- 
tin, Orange, Olive, El Modena, and 
Costa Mesa. The Spanish word “Don” 
ig the equivalent of the English word 


Hew We Grew 
In 1927 Frank L. Andrews donated 
appropriations for the building of a 
gymnasium on the combined JC, and 
high school campus. Mr. Andrews did 
not live to see the fulfillment of his 


dreams however. We today may appreci- 
ate his interest in our life, for, Andrews 
gym stands as a part of our heritage. 

Bill Cook, ex-quarterback on the 
USC team came to SAC in 1928 as the 
new coach. In their first year under 
Bill Cook the SAC football team won 
three games, tied one, and lost three. 
The biggest game of the year was 
probably when the college eleven beat 
Compton’s undefeated team. 

Fiesta Time = 

The first Fiesta was inaugurated in 
1929. This first Fiesta lasted two days. 
Thursday was devoted to “Don” day 
and Friday was known as “College 
Day.” At one of the fiesta’s a group 
of Indians were brought from a reser- 
vation. The students fed the Indians 
royally, and when the time came for 
them to present some of their ritual 
dances they were so full that it took 
considerable persuasion to get them to 
perform.

Campus Changes 
In 1934 the college was moved to the 
College Hall, formerly known as Will- 
ard Junior High School, on North Main 


street. Some of the classes were held in 
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the second story of the Board of Edu- 
cation building, and others were held 
in. the YMCA building. The shop classes 
remained at the high school. 


The college--was twenty-seven years 
old in 1942, and had graduated over 
2500 students. Military training courses, 
were offered in this year. War was at 
hand. 


In. 1946 the College Hall was con- 
demned because of damages suffered 


_ in the earthquake of 1933. Classes were 


moved into army barracks behind the 


‘Board of Edugation building. This year 


a new site was picked for the erection 
of a more modern and better college. 

During the digging of the new’ site 
in 1948 a leather bound manuscript was 


uncovered. This manuscript was dated 
1848, and read: ' 


Sixty-seven years after this wining 
‘an educational institution shall be 
erected on this site . .. 


Our Duty 


Now we have the answer. Now we 
know what our heritage is. ‘Now our 
college is complete; but, will our col- 
lege still be complete after we have left 
its portals; when our names have joined 
those of’the alumni who have passed 
this way before us. We have our herit- - 
age. What heritage will be noted for. 
these years when the history of our 
college is written in still another age? 

Read this: 


Extra-curricular activities occupy 
a place of very great importance in 
the school life of the student, while 
the work of the classrom and labo- 
ratory should, and does rank first 
in importance, being the prime’ 
cause for the very existence of the 
school, still it is very largely the 
pleasant associations, the thyjll and 
honor of achievement in athletics, 
forsenics, club-work, publications, 
etc., that give to the student life 
its great attraction. It is necessary 
that the activities should have the 
loyal and whole-hearted' support of 
the students if they are to be suc- 
cessful. We are especially fortunate 
in having a high type of school 
spirit which pervades all of our 
activitids. The success of these ac- 
tivities, and the genuine pleasure 
‘which has been derived from them, 
is a reflection of, and a proof of 
this fine Don spirit. Each year it 
should be our aim to cultivate and 
foster this spirit in all ways possi- 
ble, to the end that we may build 
up and maintain a well-rounded, 
well balanced program of activities 
in which every student may find 
someplace where his particular 
talent may find expression.
